Sixty years ago Wilhelm Konrad Roentgen 
discovered the X-ray and, in reporting his 
work, X-rayed a famous scientist (left). It 
was, said the scientist, the strangest thing 
he had ever seen.

SPIRIT FLICKERS 


The Big Four meet in Geneva 


to follow up summit session 


Sketched for LIFE by RONALD SEARLE 


In the same ornate room in the Palais des Nations 
where their chiefs at the summit last July had con- 
ceived the “spirit of Geneva,” the Big Four foreign 
ministers met again last week, testing whether that 
spirit could become living, diplomatic flesh. The spec- 
tacle of the ministers’ meeting moved a famous Brit- 
ish artist to make the impressive sketch at right. But 
amid the splendor of the opening sessions the hopes 
of East-West harmony were flickering. 

It was not the fault of the Western foreign minis- 
ters, U.S. Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, Brit- 
ain’s Harold Macmillan and France’s Antoine Pinay. 
They introduced a cogent plan for the first agenda 
item, German unity and European security. Under 
it, Germany would be unified through free elections 
which would pave the way to an all-German govern- 
ment. To allay Russian fears of a revival of German 
militarism, they proposed a partly demilitarized, inter- 
nationally inspected zone on either side of the East 
German border. Finally they offered Russia a security 
pact in which, if united Germany joined NATO, the 
West would promise to prevent German aggression. 
But “without German unity,” the West said, “any 
system of European security would be an illusion.” 

Molotov disregarded that. After stalling throughout 
one whole session, he pulled out a shopworn counter- 
proposal, a loosely worded European security treaty 
which brushed off German unity—a question he said 
he would take up later. Whereas the West had tried to 
adapt its policies to meet legitimate Soviet wishes, 
Molotov had not departed from the old Soviet line.

ADAM AND EVE 


MAGYAR MEMORIES OF FREEDOM 


After Louis Kossuth led Hungary’s uprising 
for independence and self-government in 1848, 
he defeated the Austrian troops sent to sup- 
press the revolt. What crushed Hungarian lib- 
erty was a stab in the back from behind—a 
massive intervention by Russia. 

~ On Nov. 4, 1945, almost a century later, 
the Hungarian people had the first and only 
free election in their history. The Soviet oc- 
eupation authorities carelessly assumed that, 
with Communists in control of all important 
bureaus, they could win at the polls. To their 
embarrassment the Communists polled only 
17% of the votes while anti-Communists polled 
63%—including a smashing 58% majority for 
the Smallholders party. But the voters’ courage 
was in vain; within two years their elected 
leaders were prisoners or fugitives and their na- 
tion the captive of a Communist coup d état. 
Once more Hungarian independence had been 
crushed by massive Russian intervention. 

On the 10th anniversary of this first and 
only free Hungarian election, some of these 
exiled leaders, including President of the Par- 
liament Bela Varga, former Prime Minister 
Ferenc Nagy and 45 members of parliament, 
are holding a celebration in their new home, 
the U.S.A., the traditional refuge for Hungari- 
an fighters for freedom. It is a reminder that we 
must continue pressing the Soviets to remove 
the occupation troops which, in violation of 
the peace treaty, suppress Hungarian freedom. 

Hungarian freedom is part of the American 
tradition. When Louis Kossuth arrived in New 
York on Dee. 5, 1851, the people went “clean 
daft.” Hungarian history, music, dances and 
wines became popular: Kossuth clubs were or- 
ganized. Huge crowds shed tears when he ad- 
dressed them. He left behind him Kossuth 
beards, Kossuth hats, Kossuth overcoats and 
Kossuth County, Iowa. We can give no better 
message to the Hungarian exiles of 1955 than 
that which Daniel Webster gave to Kossuth 
at the banquet toasting his arrival: 

“We shall rejoice to see our American model 
upon the Lower Danube and on the mountains 
of Hungary. . . . I limit my aspirations for 
Hungary, for the present, to that single and 
simple point: Hungarian independence, Hun- 
garian self-government, Hungarian control of 
Hungarian destinies.” 


Modern Sunday school courses, if they men- 
tion them at all, have little to say about 
Adam and Eve. When they look at the pic- 
tures of their ancestors on page 78, not 
many kids will miss these two, A strange fate 
for the most famous pair in human history, 
but it is surely not the end of their fame. 

Except for dogmatic materialists and fun- 
damentalists, who are still fighting, the war 
between Darwinism and the Bible has been 
over for many years. It was over, in fact, 
almost as soon as it began. The first serious 
review of Darwin's Origin of Species in Amer- 
ica (by Asa Gray in 1860) pointed out that 
man’s biological kinship with animals was 
consistent with his special creation, and was 
neutral or even helpful to one of the favorite 
Victorian arguments for God, the “argument 
from design.”’ The intellectual clergy of the 
time agreed. Henry Ward Beecher—self- 
styled “cordial Christian evolutionist”—de- 
clared that “design by wholesale [i.e., via 
natural selection] is grander than by retail.” 
Reading about the heated arguments of the 
1870s and 1880s, one is struck by how quick- 
ly and fully the main points of reconciliation 
were made—and how little has been added 
to them since. 

Why then did Darwinism cause such a 
violent revolution in people’s ways of think- 
ing and believing? For it did. It knocked the 
props from under the Victorian cosmogony 
of a literal six-day creation of the world, 
climaxed by Adam and Eve. A cosmogony 
is a working map of the universe and man’s 
place in it; it is not a religion, which ex- 
plains man’s moral relationship to God. But 
Darwin’s correction of Genesis gave secret 
materialists a public excuse to abandon the 
Christian religion as well. The age-old case 
for man’s divine origin and purpose went 
unrefuted—but forgotten. For a time Dar- 
winism even supplied its own phony cos- 
mogony: that human progress, both eco- 
nomic and moral, could safely be left to 
nature’s automatic ways. 


This shallow Victorian optimism, along 
with the doctrine of perpetual and universal 
struggle which Darwin derived from Malthus, 
is pretty well discredited by now. As Bergson 
put it, “Adaptation explains the sinuosities 
of evolution, but not its general direction, 
still less the movement itself.” The material- 
ist cosmogony has proven just as unsatis- 
factory as a literal reading of Genesis, or as 
Ptolemy’s earth-centered welkin, or as the 
clockwork universe of Newton. And the 
secret of man’s origin and purpose on this 
planet remains no more and no less mysteri- 
ous than before. 

An interfaith Conference of Spiritual 
Foundations in Washington last week de- 
clared that “A renaissance of civilization in 
the postmodern era...depends upon a 
revival of faith in God and a fresh synthesis 
of faith and reason.’ One requirement of 


such a synthesis is surely this: that men 
should rediscover their own uniqueness and 
solidarity as a species. The brotherhood of 
all men, preached for generations by Chris- 
tianity and other religions, is obviously 
needed in the world we live in; but to realize 
it among the living we shall need a better 
sense of our kinship with past generations as 
well. The Australian primitive (see p. 90) 
has the same huge brain-body ratio, pro- 
tracted infancy, erect carriage and gift of 
language you do; so, 300,000 years ago, did 
Swanscombe Man (see cover). 

To enlarge our sense of this human 
uniqueness, the old prescientific Hebrew 
story is more relevant than is commonly 
supposed, Science itself (especially its laws 
of mathematical probability) discourages the 
notion that either the universe, or life, or 
man could have evolved by pure chance. The 
late Lecomte du Noiiy, author of Human 
Destiny, is not the only scientist who has 
pointed out this argument for divine crea- 
tion, but he added an unorthodox suggestion 
about the role in it played by Adam and Eve. 
In the first chapter of Genesis, God created all 
life, including man, and commanded them 
to increase and multiply, which (obeying 
their animal natures) they did. But in the 
second chapter of Genesis, God created 
Adam by breathing into his nostrils; ‘and 
man became a living soul.” The sign of 
Adam’s diflerence from his cousins of Gen- 
esis I such as Java Man (all of whom have 
died out) was a moral restriction on his ani- 
mal liberty. Here was “‘a new discontinuity 
in nature.” Conscience—the sign of human 
divinity—entered evolution. 


Du Noiiy’s reading may not be good bibli- 
cal scholarship, but it illuminates the unique 
importance of Adam to the human race. He 
was the first man who knew God, the first to 
have his infant conscience put to a free test. 
All of us have been a private battleground 
between soul and animal ever since. Man 
ecntrols more and more of his environment, 
but every man and generation re-enacts 
Adam’s moral struggle. 

This week many Christian churches cele- 
brate Al! Saints’ and All Souls’ days, com- 
memorating all saints and martyrs known 
and unknown, and all the dead souls who 
ever belonged to the human family. It is a 
way of acknowledging our unique humanity 
and the startling continuity of the human 
adventure. Man’s is a young family as spe- 
cies go; probably a fifth or a sixth of all 
the humans who ever lived are alive now. 
Though Adam’s grave will never be found, 
his story remains the archetype of the hu- 
man story. His is a great family not because 
it rules the earth, but because it is capable 
of so many saints, martyrs, geniuses and 
heroes, known and unknown; and because it — 
has a purpose for which it is answerable, 
breathed into Adam’s nostrils by God.

By a whopping 98.2% vote, South Vietnam dethroned its absentee 
monarch and made its premier-on-the-spot unchallenged chief of the 
embattled government. Premier Ngo Dinh Diem had gained popular- 
ity for his efforts to rebuild South Vietnam after Indochina’s civil 
war. Emperor Bao Dai, luxuriating on the French Riviera, had con- 
tributed nothing but obstruction to Diem’s work and was mocked in 
a giant efigy that showed him cuddling his riches and a mistress 
(above). On the very same day that balloting in the Saar produced 
less happy results (p. 57), Bao Dai was roundly voted out. Then Diem 
proclaimed South Vietnam a republic and himself its first president.

In a crucial plebiscite the Saar’s coal miners and steelworkers 
overwhelmingly indicate they want to become Germans again 


Until last week Europe’s most densely populated area, the 991-square- 
mile Saar, seemed to be one of its most promising pilot plants for the ex- 
periment of European unity. France and West Germany had sufhciently 
abandoned their rivalry over this rich steel and coal producing area, 
which lies between them, to draft a statute “Europeanizing” it, i.e., giv- 
ing it to neither neighbor but placing it under an international body, the 
Western European Union. But on Oct. 23, 625,000 Saarlanders went to 
the polls and threw the statute out by a landslide, 2-1 margin. 

The vote actually was a rejection more of France than of Europeaniza- 
tion. The Saarlanders speak German, love their Wurst and beer and gener- 
ally feel politically drawn to the German side. After World War I, France 
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bossed the Saar economy, but as soon as it could, in 1935, the region 
voted overwhelmingly to be reunited with Germany. After World War II 
the French again took over the territory. In Europeanization, which has 
been a dying cause since France itself rejected EDC, the French had seen 
their best hope of legally perpetuating the economic grip that they had 
gotten on the Saar by virtue of victory and occupation, 

The Saar’s status will not change materially in the near future. It will 
remain economically tied to France and its vast industrial wealth will 
remain at France’s disposal. However, there is little doubt that the 
victorious pro-Germans will greatly step up their already shrill and pow- 
erful pressure for the eventual reunion of the Saar with West Germany.

Saar Premier Johannes Hoffmann electioneered ardently for the Ja 
vote, which would have approved Europeanization and helped his own 
political fortunes. But Hoffmann did not draw the overflowing, over- 
glowing crowds of the top Vein agitator, ex-Nazi Heinrich Schneider. 
Schneider gave his listeners what some called a “‘soul massage,” knead- 
ing their nerves with words of German blood and German soil. 
After the plebiscite, which was peaceful, Hoffmann resigned and 
Schneider hoped to get his job in the next parliamentary election, De- 
spite his record, it seemed that Schneider would pursue a pro-German 
course, rather than a Nazi one. Back in Bonn, ailing Konrad Adenauer 
had disapproved of the fight against Europeanization. But other mem- 
bers of the Bonn regime were happy about the outcome of the vote.

often hidden behind the ever-changing face of the civilized world. Member 
of the most complex community the world has ever known, Western man can- 
not readily perceive the structure of his social edifice by looking about him;

MAN INHERITS 
THE EARTH 


For most of a million Stone Age years the planet's sole upright inhabitant 


maintained his dominance with crude tools conceived by his unique brain 
by LINCOLN BARNETT 


LONE among the hordes of living creatures that populate the earth, 
man has the faculty of self-perception. He cannot escape the con- 
viction that he is more than an animal. Yet he is haunted by the disquiet- 


ing recognition of his unmistakable kinship with the lower orders of 


vertebrates, mammals and primates with which he shares the crowded 
habitats of earth. 

The physical attributes which relate man to the ancient and epic line 
of animal organisms, and the technology and social behavior which have 
helped him develop high cultures are the subject matter of anthropology. 
The spiritual qualities which differentiate man from the brutes are the 
concern of philosophers and theologians. ‘They accept the fact of man’s 
relationship to animals and his physical evolution from them, finding 
no point of conflict with the religious concepts of divinity and immor- 
tality. “Today,” observed the famous Baptist minister, the Rev. Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, “the general idea of evolution is taken for 
granted as gravitation is.” ; 

If one focuses on man expressly as a human animal, genetically related 
to all other animals, the first requisite is to classify him zoologically. 
Thus modern man may be defined as a member of the great group of 
vertebrates, all of which have internal bony skeletons and segmented 
spines; a member of the class of mammals, all of which bear their young 
alive and suckle them in infancy; a member of the order of Primates— 
which includes lemurs, monkeys and apes—most of which have five fin- 
gers and five toes and rank first in the animal kingdom in the efficiency of 
their brains and nervous systems; a member of 
the family of Hominidae, which encompasses 
all two-legged manlike creatures that ever rose 
erect on earth; and a member of the genus 
Homo (t.e., man), which includes both extinct 
small-brained men and all full-brained men. 
Finally, he is a member of the species Homo 
sapiens (i.e., thinking man), which includes 
vanished subspecies of low-browed men as well 
as the high-browed subspecies Homo sapiens 
sapiens—which is modern man. Of the once 
diversified family of Hominidae, earlier strains 
and progenitors (like those shown at right) 
have died out; only Homo sapiens sapiens sur- 
vives. All men alive on earth today, of every 
color and in every clime, are members of this 
one subspecies, sharing in common the biolog- 
ical heritage that makes them “human.” 

Man is the dominant animal on earth today, 
and of all species the most far-flung. He is for- 
tunate in being a generalized rather than a 
specialized animal—that is to say, he never 
wandered down evolutionary bypaths which 
might have led to exaggerated features like 
the giraffe’s long neck, the elephant’s long 
nose, the confining carapace of the armadillo 
or the cumbersome antlers of the moose. He 
has retained, with mechanical improvements, 
the five digits of his amphibian forebears—as 
opposed, for example, to the horse which, by 
specializing in speed, now runs on the nails of

vigorous; his reproductive drive is not regulated by a seasonal period; on 
the contrary the interest of the human male in the human female is con- 
tinual. In two other respects man stands unique in the animal world. He 
is a toolmaker. And he alone has the power to transmit from generation 
to generation everything that his species has learned in its entire exist- 
ence on earth—he has culture, the cumulative experience of his past. 

What then are the specific anatomical features that have rendered 
Home sapiens sapiens the successful creature he is today? While opinions 
differ, most scientists hold that the initial physical gift of man, the foun- 
tainhead from which most of his other endowments sprang, was his erect 
posture. He was not the first, it is true, to use two limbs for locomo- 
tion. Many dinosaurs walked on hind legs, but their forelimbs somehow 
degenerated into useless vestigial appendages. Anthropoid apes, the pri- 
mates most closely akin to man, never walk altogether erect, achieving 
equilibrium with the aid of their arms. Only man walks truly erect with 
hands fully emancipated from the mechanics of locomotion and therefore 
available for higher employment. “Man stands alone,” the anthropolo- 
gist Weston La Barre has observed, “because he alone stands.” 

With his hands free for manipulation, exploration and the making of 

tools, ancestral man found himself confronted with a new world of oppor- 
tunity which placed a premium on intelligence. He responded, according 
to the principle of adaptation, with an enlargement of brain tissue and a 
great increase in the blood supply to the brain. From the standpoint of 
gross weight man’s brain is fourth largest in the animal kingdom, aver- 
aging 1,300 grams, as against the porpoise’s 
1,800 grams, the elephant’s 5,000 and the 
whale’s 6,000. However, in relative proportion 
of brain-to-body weight, man outclasses by six 
to one his nearest competitor in intelligence, 
the gorilla, 

As man’s brain expanded, so did his power of 
speech, evolving gradually into the complex 
systems of language by which he communi- 
cates today. From his primate heritage man 
received another priceless benefaction: the gift 
of binocular, stereoscopic vision. Apart from 
the primates, almost all other animals have 
eyes set on opposite sides of the head, giving 
them separate but not completely overlapping 
fields of vision. Only the higher primates and 
a few other vertebrates have, by virtue of their 
close-set eyes and efficient neural channels, the 
ability to perceive, in a three-dimensional col- 
ored world, the objects which they manipulate 
in their marvelous, prehensile fingers. 

Piecing together the evolutionary sequence 
through which Homo sapiens sapiens came into 
his great inheritance, anthropologists postu- 
late that both man and apes are descended 
from a common primate ancestor which lived 
about 30 million years ago toward the end of 
the Oligocene epoch. Although the remains of 
this creature have not been discovered, it is 
thought that he must have resembled the mon- 

keylike animal Limnopithecus, whose remains

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weather to most of the Northern Hemisphere. In addition, sea levels fell 500 feet 
during the glacial periods so that land bridges emerged across the Bering Strait, 
the Persian Gulf, the Dardanelles and the island steppingstones of Indonesia, 
and large areas of land were exposed beyond the present shore lines.

scampering on the ground. It seems probable that in the Oligocene or 
early Miocene, when the climate grew colder and the ancient subtropical 
forests began yielding to grasses, some arboreal creatures descended to 
the ground to get about among the widely scattered foodbearing trees. 
Those which lingered on the ground and learned to walk erect founded 
the line which led to man. In any event actual fossil evidence indicates 
that in the early Miocene period, perhaps 25 million years ago, the 
descendants of the primate pioneers split into two separate lines—one 
leading eventually to the modern gibbons, the most arboreal of the ape 
tribe; and the other to a creature named Proconsul, according to some 
the common ancestor of the semiterrestrial chimpanzees and gorillas, and 
of the family Hominidae, from which man came. The heel and leg bones 
of Proconsul, which were found in East Africa, indicate that he may have 
been able to stand erect for short periods. 

For the next 20 million years or so the fossil record is blank. But it is 
clear that there must have been a continuing line of Hominidae during 
this time. Then came the known predecessors of man. Of these the 
least human were the South African Australopithecines (i.e., “the south- 
ern apes’). Although they had brains little larger than a gorilla’s, their 
teeth and limbs resembled man’s more than apes’, and they are believed 
to have walked erect. The first Australopithecines may have been a link 
between Proconsuls and early men. 

The next advance in the slow molding of man was marked by an 
increase not in brain capacity but in the overall dimensions of the whole 
animal, Somewhere between one million and 550,000 years ago the first 
recognized species of the genus Homo appeared. The most primitive of 
these was the man-sized and fully erect but half-brained creature known 
as Pithecanthropus. Varieties of Pithecanthropus lived on into Mid- 
dle Pleistocene (about 550,000—200,000 years ago) when there appeared 
Sinanthropus, or Peking Man. In the newest taxonomy (as defined by 
Geneticist Theodosius Dobzhansky, Zoologist Ernst Mayr and Anthro- 
pologist Carleton 5. Coon) these creatures are classified, together with 
several analogous types, as the species Homo erectus, differentiated from 
the species Homo sapiens by brain size, brow and chin formation. Homo 
erectus had a brain capacity of about 1,000 cc., larger than an ape’s but 
only two-thirds that of modern man. He had massive brow ridges, a low- 
vaulted skull, virtually no forehead and no chin. But he had modern 
limbs and posture. He was definitely human, and someone like him 
probably evolved into Home sapiens. 

Much later in the Pleistocene, between 100,000 and 35,000 years ago, 
there emerged several new, full-brained specimens of the genus Homo, 
These were Florisbad Man, Solo Man, Rhodesian Man and the best known 
and most ubiquitous of prehistoric humans, Neanderthal Man, whose 
remains have’ been found on three continents. Because of their large 
brains these four types are classified as subspecies of Homo sapiens. They 
differ from Homo sapiens sapiens in having low, flat skulls and sloping 
brows. All except Florisbad had poorly developed frontal lobes—that por- 
tion of the brain involved in speech, the association of ideas and memory. 

Meanwhile three full-fledged humans, Swanscombe Man in England, 
Kanjera Man in East Africa and Fontéchevade Man in France, had 
appeared on the terrestrial scene. Homo sapiens sapiens, the man with the 
forehead and chin, was preparing to make the entire earth his bailiwick.

TRUE MAN IS BORN 


O one knows where on the earth’s surface or at what stage of pre- 
history Homo sapiens sapiens first appeared. All one can say is that 
early in the Pleistocene he probably was one of many erect, bipedal pri- 
mates competing for existence on the fearsome face of the earth. Until 
recently it was believed that the extinct varieties of Homo sapiens—such 
as the long-faced, beetle-browed Rhodesian and Neanderthal men—were 
direct ancestors of modern man, links between half-brained Homo erectus 
and Homo sapiens sapiens, It appears now that they were simply tempo- 
rary ramifications of the human family tree who did not precede true 
man but rather lived contemporaneously with him. For the remains of 
Swanscombe Man in Europe and Kanjera Man in Africa indicate that the 
human brain and body had evolved into modern form 300,000 years ago, 
long before Rhodesian Man and Neanderthal Man. One fragment of a 
lower jaw with a chin, found in Kanam, Africa, has convinced some 
anthropologists that true man is as old as Pithecanthropus. 

If Homo sapiens sapiens did indeed live at so early a date he might 
have looked somewhat like the hypothetical people shown in the painting 
at left. He may have evolved anywhere south of the glaciers—perhaps 
on the grasslands of Africa, where so many suggestive remains have been 
found. His body and head perhaps appeared as modern as those of con- 
temporary man, yet his culture was possibly no more advanced than 
that of Homo erectus with whom he concurrently existed. Since Africa 
at the time was volcanically active he must have found and been fasci- 
nated by fire, but there is no evidence that he ever used it. Nor do the 
earliest tools suggest that he ever covered his body with clothes, 

By the end of the Old Stone Age, all the major races probably had 
developed in prototype. It is a curious fact of anthropology, however, 
that while man branched into several races, he never developed into 
several species: alone among successful animals he did not, in evolu- 
tionary terms, undergo “adaptive radiation.”’ And in his short time on 
earth he has given evidence that he never will. By contrast, one genus of 
beetles proliferated into 100 distinct species in North America alone. 
There are today 8,600 species of birds and 3,500 species of mammals. 
But although Homo sapiens sapiens is just about the most common 
mammal on the face of the earth, there have been from the beginning 
only two species of man—and only one of these has survived, virtually 
unchanged for at least 300,000 years. 

During this long period many species of animals have come into exist- 
ence and vanished (as many are vanishing today). Man has not only 
ceased to evolve in any major way, he has persisted in his ancient form. 
It is true that variations have developed in such matters as body build 
and size, skin color, limb proportion and hair form—characteristics that 
differentiate what modern man likes to call “races”? and which are com- 
parable to the distinctions between Ayrshire and Jersey cows. Some of 
these may have occurred as effects of local ge ographic isolation, climatic 
differences or “genetic drift.” But races are not species. As one anthro- 
pologist has slmereed “it is quite obvious that one race is not evolving 
its hands into hammers, another into pincers, and still others into 
screwdrivers or chisels.’’ Modern man remains a member of one single, 
durable, flourishing species. Through his constant migratory activity 
and genetic promiscuity, early Homo sapiens sapiens probably assimi- 
lated all other subspecies that might have evolved (like Neanderthal and 
Rhodesian Man) and made himself sole proprietor of the name “man.”

MAN INVENTS TOOLS 


AN’S unique distinction in the animal kingdom is that he is a tool- 
making animal. While other creatures employ natural objects as 
improvised tools for immediate ends, man alone devises implements for 
future use. Through this ability he has augmented his physical: strength 
to boundless proportions, increased his rate of locomotion to supersonic 
speeds and extended the range of his senses to the rim of outer space. 
Thus endowed, he often forgets that for more than half of his entire exist- 
ence on earth his only tools were crude implements of stone and wood. 
In tracing man’s history on earth it is customary to identify the chap- 
ters by major changes in culture or technology. The first and longest 
period of human development j is known as the Palaeolithic or Old Stone 
Age, which began about 650,000 years ago, when the first man made the 
first tool, This period lasted for over half a million years, ending about 
8000 B.C. The enormous span of the Old Stone Age is divided into three 
unequal parts, called the Lower (or early), the Middle, and the Upper 
(or late) Palaeolithic, and, in Europe, into eight briefer cultural subdi- 
. visions. The painting on these pages shows in sequence from left to right 
the growth of culture during the Lower Palaeolithic, which lasted until 
around 170,000 B.C. and the Middle Palaeolithic, which ended around 
35,000 B.C. The remarkable fact it reveals is that during these hundreds 
of thousands of years man made only imperceptible progress. He devel- 
oped the basic stone implements shown below but he did not learn to 
stitch clothing and it is doubtful that he learned to cook food. 

During the first subdivision of the Lower Palaeolithic, known as the 
Abbevillian stage of culture, which lasted till 500,000 B.C., man started 
making tools along three lines: 1) chopping tools, 2) core tools, 3) flake 
tools, Of these the most primitive were the choppers, made out of pebbles 
of quartzite and volcanic rock that had been cracked and then crudely 
sharpened by chipping. A later refinement was the hand-ax, made from a 
core of flint carefully shaped by pounding against an anvil stone. In this 
process the resultant chips or flakes were sometimes abandoned, but 
more often retouched and employed as scrapers, cutters or gougers. An 
Abbevillian hand-ax is shown in the upper left hand corner below. 

In the subsequent Acheulian period which lasted until about 170,000 
B.C. man greatly improved his core tool technology by learning how to 
flake the faces of his hand-ax with a heavy baton of wood, thus producing 
a sharper and more symmetrical tool (center and right, below), In time 
man began to prepare flint cores purely to manufacture flakes—the core 
became the waste product, the flake the finished implement. Use of flakes 
reached its peak toward the end of the Acheulian period and became the 
hallmark of the ensuing Mousterian culture (roughly 170,000-35,000 
B.C.), which coincided with the Middle Palaeolithic era and was domi- 
nated by Neanderthal Man. He is the first hunter known to have attached 
flint points to his spears. As the weather grew cold and cloudy he prob- 

ably wore furs prepared with a variety of flint scraping tools (below, left). 
With the end of the Mousterian culture man entered upon a new era,

This innovation dis- 
tinguished Lower Perigordian culture (35,000-26,000 B.C.), which was 
dominated by a new type of human, Combe Capelle Man, a modern- 
looking Homo sapiens sapiens with Mediterranean features. Although 
the needle had not yet been invented, Combe Capelle Man had good skin- 
working tools and probably laced his clothing together with thongs. In 
the Aurignacian (28,000-23,000 B.C.), the flint blade was modified into 
many varieties of sharp, incising tools called burins. Used for grooving 
and chiseling, the burin was a crucial invention because it brought into 
existence cl W hole new variety | tools arid weapons made from home and 
horn. The protagonist of the Aurignacian cultural stage was Cro-Magnon 
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hone and antlers, like those of the artisan in left forezround, and to make holders 
for straightening spears over the fire, like the man in left rear. Later Cro-Magnons 
of the Upper Perigordian period deveioped the straight-backed knives used here to 


Man, a tall, handsome hunter with deep-set eyes, strong chin and aqui- 
line nose, Cro-Magnon Man also dominated Upper Perigordian culture 
(25,000-18,000 B.C.) during which he developed the straight-backed 
flint knife and elaborated many types of burins (shown with other Peri- 
cordian and Aurignacian implements in photograph at left). 

During the Solutrean stage (18.000-14,000 B.C.), Cro-Magnon Man 
anc Combe Capelle Vian developed the art of pressure-flaking (detaching 
flakes by pressing on the flint instead of striking it). This produced thin, 
leaf-shaped flakes for various uses—tlike the weapon points in photo- 
graph al right. The final Palaeolithic cultural stage was the Vaedalenian 
(14,000-8,000 B.C.), when Old Stone Age craftsmanship came to full

A TIME OF HUNTING 


OR the greater portion of his tenancy on earth a taste for meat has 

been part of man’s nature. It is, however, an acquired taste, for his 
primate ancestors were essentially fruit eaters and insectivores. The com- 
ing of the ice ages at the start of the Pleistocene, and the spread of 
grasslands at the expense of fruit trees, may have turned early man into 
a carnivore and a hunter. Throughout the Old Stone Age human economy 
and human society were based on hunting. Physiologically human beings 
are well adapted to the hunter’s life, endowed as they are with stereo- 
scopic vision, swift reflexes and the ability to make weapons. In turn, 
hunting has undoubtedly abetted human skills by the premium it places 
on midek thinking, quick action, endurance and courage, 

No one knows how Homo erectus killed his prey, but evidence suggests 
that some time in the Acheulian period, when the first known specimens 
of Homo sapiens sapiens appeared, man invented a fine weapon which 
was to serve him for at least 150,000 years—a pointed stick, whittled 
with a hand-ax and smoothed with a scraper, f.e., a spear. Neanderthal 
Man, having improved the spear’s effectiveness by attaching a head of 
flint, beans one of the best big-game hunters of the Old Stone Age. It 
is something of a mystery, however, how even the brawny Neanderthals 
managed to overwhelm so huge an animal as a mammoth. Some anthro- 
pologists have suggested that they probably employed techniques akin 
to those of the modern African pygmies in the course of an elephant 
hunt. That is to say, they might have ambushed a mammoth unaware 
while it was eating or drinking and, darting in swiftly one at a time, 
plunged their spears into the animal's belly. When the wounded beast 
lumbered off they pursued him at a distance, sometimes for days, until, 
weakened by infection and loss of blood, the mammoth began to totter. 
Then, as shown in the painting at right, they dashed in for the final kill.

THE FIRST ROUNDUP 


NE of the most constant patterns in human evolution has been the 

progressive enlargement of the social group from the basic unit of 
the family into the great nations and confederations of nations with 
which men affiliate themselves today. The first step in this direction 
occurred when the males of three or four neighboring families joined 
together to form a hunting band. The Cro-Magnons were among the 
first prehistoric people to compose still larger communities; the remains 


jumping out at them from behind piles of boulders and urging them forward 
inexorably to the edge of the precipice where the terrified animals leap to their 
death. At the bottorm of the drop other members of the party finish off the 


of their settlements have been found in various sections of Europe. 

Of these, one of the most interesting was a great outdoor hunting 
station in France, where the bones of an estimated 100,000 horses were 
found lying scattered over an extensive area of the site, together with 
other animal relics. Careful studies of this vast equine boneyard suggest 
what events might have taken place there summer after summer, perhaps 
25,000 years ago. 

It would appear that during seasonal periods of animal migration bands 
of Cro-Magnon hunters convened in several large summer encampments 
for a “drive” of wild horses. Since man had not then learned the art of 
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jaws adapted to feeding on the coarse grasses and dwarf plants of a glacial time. 


domesticating animals. the end in view was not to tame or ride the horses 
but to eat them and perhaps preserve their skins. Similarly during the 
winter, large-scale massacres of mammoths apparently took place in 
eastern Kurope. After the beasts were eaten, their oily bones were used 
to stoke camplires and their tusks were laid down to anchor tentlike 
skin roofs over semisubterranean dwellings. 

The accumulation of vast quantities of animal remains in any one spot 
ean only signify successive seasons of systematic hunts. And this must 
imply in turn a new development of teamwork, cooperation and possibly 
leadership—in short, an advance in the social organization of mankind.

STONE AGE 
STILL EXISTS 


N proper usage the term Palaeolithic, or Old Stone Age, refers not to 
[*, fixed interval of time but to a stage of human culture whose tem- 
poral boundaries vary from place to place on earth. Thus in Europe the 
Palaeolithic came to an end around 8000 B.C. Yet in a few remote en- 
claves of the world today there survive isolated groups of people who 
still live essentially within the Old Stone Age. Like prehistoric men, they 
know no economy save that of the hunter and the food gatherer. Utterly 
dependent on nature and ignorant of means to control or abet its proc- 
esses, they have no agriculture and no domestic animals save dogs. 
Thev have no permanent dwelling places; they roam the land, impelled 
by the c hanging seasons and the vagaries of wandering game. Of such 
living Palae alithie men, the most numerous and best known are the 

7,000 Aborigines of Auswalia, These natives live in the inland desert 
and in isolated reservations along the coast. It was at one of these 
coastal communities that Lire Photographer Fritz Goro made the pic- 
tures shown on the following pages. 

It is never possible, in the case of so complex and variable a creature 
as man, to draw precise analogies from one situation and time to another. 
Geography and climate inevitably affect ways of life. Thus the people of 
Europe's late Old Stone Age f aced the challenge of a bitter glacial epoch 
when the great ice sheets reached down to the very heartland of the con- 
tinent. The i age of that time largely resembled that of northern 

Canada 
clumps of evergreen, and a carpet of sveact birch and willow, Roker and 
reindeer moss. In winter deep snow blanketed the land and great winds 
roared out of the sky. As a consequence man had to cover his shivering 
body with the furs and hides of the animals that wandered across the icy

and the young of wild cattle. He lived in rock shelters and the outer 
chambers of caves, and sometimes excavated trenchlike dugouts which 
he covered with skins. For warmth he ate fat, used fur robes and 
burned wood and the oily bones of the beasts whose flesh he gnawed. 

On the surface the life of the Australian Aborigines appears vastly 
dissimilar. Dwelling in coastal savannah forest and inland desert areas 
that are hot most of the year, they require little clothing and wear none, 
save in a few regions where they have copied the Malayan loincloth. 
For the most part they sleep in the open, although occasionally they 
may erect temporary huts or lean-tos of crass, hark: leaves or sapling 
boughs as a protection against the worst rigors of the tropic sun or rain. 
But like the Palaeolithic men of prehistoric Europe, the Palaeolithic 
men of modern Australia are nomadic hunters and gatherers, living off 
the land. Their basic implements are largely the same—digging sticks 
and fire sticks, stonecutting tools, spear- -throwers and eueden: spears 
tipped with stone points. 

Among the Aborigines, as among all primitive people, the business of 
obtaining food is a full-time occupation which dominates the daylight 
hours. Re was doubtless the case with ancient Palaeolithic man, the! la- 
bors involved are divided between the sexes: the men are hunters, the 
women gatherers. Hence every day, day after day, while the men range 
the land, wandering in long, arduous, meandering journeys i in quest af 
kangaroos, lizards, emus. alligators and fish, the women trudge the for- 
est and desert gathering more accessible foods—wild figs, berries, grass 
seeds, yams, cycad palm nuts, small reptiles, wood grubs, snails, water

Year in, year out, it is the wom- 
en who are the most consistent prov iders, Althou ch the bairitan s may re- 
turn weary and empty- -handed, their women always have something to 
assuage the ever-present and implacable hunger of their men. 

Living as they do, close to nature and subject to its capricious re- 
sources, “the Aborigines have developed amazing skills. They can discov- 
er food in the harsh reaches of a desert land where civilized man would 
swiftly perish of starvation. They can discover water where none appar- 
ently exists. They can stalk shy game across the open expanses of a 
treeless plain and steal close enough to down their prey with one swilt 
throw of their stone-tipped spears. 

No one can define with certainty the genealogy of the Aborigines. 
They do not appear to fit precisely into any of ‘the three main cate- 
gories of modern man: they are neither ! egroid nor Mongoloid nor 
Cancaahid. One theory suggests that they may be descended some 
ancient people, related perhaps to Solo Man, who migrated from the 
Asiatic mainland many millenniums ago when ocean Level ls rode lower 
than they do today. It is evident fect the similarity of early Palaeo- 
lithic implements in Europe, Africa and Asia that early man traveled 
from continent to continent during the Old Stone Age. Then, as the 
claciers melted and the earth’s waters rose and the land bridges sank 
beneath the sea, the prehistoric migrants to the Australian continent 
were isolated and through theintervening centuries retained unchanged 
their Palaeolithic way of life, little advanced from that of Swanscombe 
Man (see cover). One reason, perhaps, why primitive Australian cul- 


ture did not evolve may be found in the inhospitable environment of 


the Australian interior, which provided neither native plants nor

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native animals suited for domestication. Hence the first touchstones of 
civilization—agriculture and animal husbandry—were lacking. The 
Aborigines’ economy and technology remained Palaeolithic, similar in 
many respects to that of European hunters of the Old Stone Age. 

For the early Europeans too were nomads, drifting from camp to 
camp with the peregrinations of the migrant game. They too had 
their spears and digging sticks—and a little more, for they had the 
needle and the awl, clothes-making tools born of the exigencies of a 
glacial age. [t was perhaps the geographical factor that shaped the 
variant destinies of the Australian Aborigines and European man. 
For where the Aborigines, isolated from the rest of the world, have 
continued to linger for untold millenniums in the Old Stone Age, the 
hardy hunters of Palaeolithic Europe slowly found new skills and 
new ways of life that enabled them to initiate the climb upward 
to the first plateaus of human civilization.

Then he 
reorganized and refined it but kept the vivacious color 
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and significant gesture for which he is famous. Equally 
characteristic—and for me always surprising—is Degas’ 
unusual “‘snapshot”’ angle of approach.

The awards. which will be announced next spring. are the first to be 
made by the newly established National Merit Scholarship Corporation as 
part of the biggest independently financed college scholarship program in 
the history of American education.

THE “DOOMED DAREDEVILS’ OF THE I.R.A. 


WARM UP THEIR 40 YEARS’ WAR 


A distinguished Irishman raises his hat—‘as when a funeral passes’ —to the ‘brave if brainless boys’

HE English are a great people who suffer from one unchanging 

weakness: in their political relations with other races they are vain 
and touchy. The one thing they cannot stand is to be made look 
silly. When a daredevil bunch of young Irishmen calling themselves 
the Irish Republican Army raided a British army camp near Lon- 
don last August, overpowered the guard and got away with a large 
haul of arms and ammunition, they made the British look very silly 
(Lire, Aug. 29). 

And so for this unforgivable crime the English courts last month 
quite logically and with an appalling stupidity sentenced three cap- 
tured I.R.A, men to imprisonment for life. The English have thereby 
played right into the hands of the I.R.A, extremists. Had these young 
men been sentenced to two or 
three years the vast majority of 
Irishmen who now desire nothing 


latest victims of Britain’s invasion of the sovereign democratic rights 
of the Irish people.” By this sentence the British have given the 
I.R.A. the luster of martyrdom. They have made it imperative for 
the [.R.A. to carry on. 

On that Saturday morning when the news of the raid broke, the 
tea did not grow cold on millions of English breakfast tables over 
nothing and the prime minister did not hold a special 45-minute ses- 
sion with the chief of the imperial staff over a trifle. What the I.R.A. 
did was not just to raise a momentary scare among the police and the 
military but to raise a ghost among the politicians and the public—the 
ghost of that so-called, often-buried, endlessly restless Irish Ques- 
tion which has been a curse to England since the days of the Younger 
Pitt. The British public did not 
want to hear about it ever again 
and they have an uncomfortable 


but warm friendship with Britain 
would merely have said sadly, 

“Poor devils! So brave but so 
foolish.” As it is, these savage 
sentences have roused Irish anger 
and Irish pity. Though the I.R.A. 
itself kept sullen silence, most 
Irishmen at least agreed with Mr. 
Sean MacBride, a senior counsel 
and member of the Dail, when he 
said, ‘“The young men who have 
just been sentenced to suffer life 
imprisonment in Britain are the

have established lasting friendship with the Irish people for all 
time. Unfortunately that “final settlement” was spoiled at the last 
moment when six of the nine counties of the northern province 
of Ireland (Ulster) were snatched away and put under the armed 
protection of Britain. It has been the role of the I.R.A. ever since 
to keep stoking the fires under Irish anger at the loss of the “Six 
Green Fields.” They allege that they have no wish to touch off 
a bloody conflict between the two parts of divided Ireland which, 
whether provoked in Dublin or in Belfast, would inev itably in- 
volve Great Britain. But that would bend may be—the logical 
outcome of their activities. 

The sad and sardonic thing about all this is that while the North 
is stamping its feet and shouting, “Not an inch,” many hard- 
headed Northerners secretly want the border to he removed in 
order to open up a useful market in the South for their coods, 
Likewise, while the South vociferates that it wants the border to 
be destroyed, it is in fact the last thing desired by a great many 
Southern businessmen who have built up cozy industries behind a 
protecting tariff wall which would collapse with the border. As for 
the Roman Catholic Church in the South, it would hardly be 
expected to survey with pleasure the incursion into their South- 
ern stronghold of a million sturdy, ingrained Orangemen—Presby- 
terians, Anglicans, Methodists, Baptists and other non-Catholics. 
In the imbroglio of calculation, sentimentality, indecision and 
plain hypocrisy, the only people who really mean what they say 
are the brave if brainless boys of the I.R.A. One takes one’s hat 
off to them—as when a funeral passes. 

Belfast anti-Catholic pogroms have not been pleasant things, 
with rifles barking, paving stones hurtling and the screams of 
opposing hates making the: night streets horrible for days on end. 
The last one was in 1935. About 2.250 Catholics were then evicted 
from their homes, hundreds of then by violent mobs. There is no 
use pretending that these pogroms have ever been one-sided affairs. 
Hundreds of Protestant families were also evicted, policemen and 
civilians shot, a boy of | 1 stabbed by other boys when he answered 
“Yes” to the question “Are you a Protestant?”

with fear and suspicion and hate and rage, Great Britain and the 
Irish Republic could not, today, keep out of a thing like that. In- 
deed it is only a year since the English Daily Herald prophesied 
that, even now, Britain is in constant t danger of finding itself landed 
with a bloody war in its own backyard on the lines of Kenya and 
Malaya if the question of the unification of Ireland is not settled. 
It is a long time ago since an Irish patriot told England, “You have 
sown your laws like dragon's teeth; they have sprung up as armed 
men, The I.R.A. are the dragon s teeth of today. 

In Pik the I.R.A. are neither numerous nor strong. They 
probably number considerably less than 500 or 600 active men: 
lone night riders, small, well- trained bands, They have few arms: 
hence the raids on British armories in the North of Ireland (Omagh 
and Armagh) and in Britain (Arborfield). They have always been 
financed mainly by the Irish in the U.S., old diehards whose mem- 
ories are still rooted in the bad times ‘of the 19th Century that 
drove them into exile from oppression and famine. They are, so 
far, getting small support from well-off Irish at home. The out- 
come of the Arborfield raid proved this: their intelligence work was 
first-class, their follow-up was bad. It was never like that in the 
old Bleckcand -Tan days: a young man would not then have had to 
go around London with pound notes in his fist trying to buy crates 
or to hire hiding places. In those days some well- off supporter ot 

“the cause” would have done it all under cover of his respectable 
business activities—and the loot would not have been lost. 

But it is in this very weakness of the I.R.A. that their emotional 
appeal lies. All over [reland I have heard them called crazy, erack- 
brained, ill-advised, mad as a March Hare, but never without the 
addition of some such admiring word as gallant or courageous. And 
I have never met anybody, even in the Black North, who has 
denied the purity of their aims, the selflessness of their ideals.

but rouse their people against the apathy of their own government 
which, they feel, has come to accept partition as an enduring fact. 
To meet this difficulty they are trying to re-create the conditions 
and the appeal of 1916 by directing their attacks solely against the 
British army, hoping that by thus isolating the old symbol of for- 
eign oppression, they will succeed in outbidding their own govern- 
ment for popular support and swing the whole country back into 
open war. Last month’s life sentences will help them greatly. 

Have they any hope of doing it? So far the general population of 
the South is neither with them nor against them, The general 
reaction is pretty much that of the old (1937) I.R.A. man in Cork 
who said crossly to me, “Ach, they have no bloody sense! Sure 
we tried that game 20 years ago, and it didn’t work.’ But then a 
nostalgic note crept into his voice and a added, “All the same, 
Sean, isn’t it grand to see a bit of the old spirit back again?” 

The sole effect on the North has been to embitter it still more 
against the Catholic minority. An Orangeman told me, “We always 
said you can’t trust these people. Now we are proved right!” Taking 
Ireland as a whole, friendly relations between North and South have 
deteriorated sharply. All hopes of achieving the unification of Ire- 
land by conciliation have been put on the shelf. The North says 
that these men are recruited openly in the South, which is true, 
and that, once they retire southward across the border after a raid 
in the North, they are immune from arrest, which is also true. 

The I.R.A. is indifferent to all these effects of their activities. 
They do not even care that the Catholic Church has condemned 
them. They distrust all Irish politicians without exception and 
there has always been an old tradition of anticlericalism in Irish 
Republicanism. They believe that conciliation tactics are a hypo- 
critical disguise for an effective acquiescence in an inevitably 
divided Freland. They point out the undeniable fact that partition

as steadily consolidated itself over 35 years. And they argue that 
ince the North does not show the least sign of succumbing to 
landishing words the time has come for armed action. It may be 
aken for granted that as long as partition lasts the I.R.A. will, in 
ome form or another, persist. 

It is a protean force whose title and traditions are the only con- 
istent elements in its history. It is the child of oppression and it 
yas born in the oppressor’s jails. [t was the creation of an earlier 
ecret revolutionary society known as the Irish Republican Brother- 
ood, or the I.R.B., burrowing underground—not more than a few 
ozen active men—in the drab and defeated days after 1890, the 
ear which saw the fall of Parnell, the only man who had been able 
o unite the various nationalist groups in a campaign for Home 
‘ule. It was these few men of the I.R.B. who in 1913 instigated the 
ounding of the Irish Volunteers as Southern Ireland’s exasperated 
nswer to Carson’s Ulster Volunte ers, which had been founded to 
revent Britain’s Home Rule from being applied to the Orange 
‘orth. It was the hard core of these volunteers who led the Rising 
1 Dublin in 1916, In the fight for Irish independence that followed 
hey gradually became known as the I.R.A. 

It is well to note that in those years they were under the control 
f a democratically elected parliament or Dail. Nobody has con- 
rolled them since. 

When in 1921 the Irish Free State was founded (on the basis of 
artition) they revolted. Led by De Valera, but not controlled by 
im, they entered a civil war and became known as The Irregulars. 
‘hey should, again logically, have ceased to exist in 1923 when, 
ow ‘thoroughly routed by the Regular Free State Army, they were 
rdered by De Valera to cease fire and dump arms. They dumped, 
ut they did not entirely disband. An extremist underground group 
eld on, partly believing that De Valera would one day need them 
cain, partly hoping to stiffen his resistance against partition, partly 
istrusting even him. Violent acts continued to occur, police and 
ivilians were shot. Ten years after the founding of the Free State 
nese men were still so uncontrollable that trial by jury became in- 
ffectual (even unsympathetic juries were afraid to convict) and 
ad to be replaced by virtual courts-martial, known as trial by Mili- 
ary Tribunals. In those years I.R.A. members were known as The 
unmen. 

They promptly disowned De Valera when he entered the Free 
tate parliament in 1927 to gain by constitutional means what force 
ad failed to gain. But when he won power in 1933 they decided to 
ipport him—ambiguously. From then on he jilted them gradually. 
e-set out to change the Free State into an Irish Republic by peace- 
i| methods, and as early as August 1933, embarrassed by their 
ontinuing eruptions, he declared specifically that they now had no 
irther reason for existence. Unfortunately there was one thing 
;out which he could do nothing: partition. Besides, he had reck- 
ied without the fatal passage of time. He and all his followers were 
itering late middle age.

blown up. Sections of the Great Northern railway line were de- 
stroyed. Electrical, gas and water supplies were attacked in London 
and all over the provinces, in Liverpool, Birmingham, Belfast and 
elsewhere. In Manchester one man was killed and two others injured 
by explosions. When Frank Chamberlain, son of the then British 
prime minister, visited County Kerry, a bomb was exploded neat 
his hotel. Time bombs went off repeat- 
edly in suitcases deposited in check 
rooms all over London. Fatal street 
explosions occurred in Coventry in a 
crowded shopping street. Holes were 
torn in roads, a thousand telephone 
wires cut. Telephone booths were shat- 
tered. Tear-gas bombs went off in two 
Liverpool cinemas. Fires started in sea- 
side hotels at Blackpool, Eastbourne, 


port and Harrogate. An attempt was 
made to blow up Hammersmith bridge. 
In England young men and boys, and 
even one girl, were given sentences 
ranging from 18 months to 20 years. In 
Ireland De Valera outlawed the I.R.A., 
rounded them up and interned them. They still went on. They 
were at their old game of trying to outbid their own government 
for popular support. 

By the December of 1939 they had become reckless. They raidec 
Ireland’s national arsenal in the Phoenix Park and got away wit! 
28 tons of ammunition. In April 1940 they tried to blow up part of 
Dublin Castle. In May they attacked two policemen in Dublin’: 
streets with machine guns. Then D 
Valera saw red. In a broadcast to thi 
nation the following night he uttered ¢ 
declaration of “real war” against the 
I.R.A. By the following May he had 604 
men behind barbed wire, 200 sentence 
to terms of imprisonment and pena 
servitude, and he did not flinch at in 
flicting the death penalty, 

The I.R.A. now switched to th 
North. The Belfast police uncoveres 
plans they made to attack British troop 
and policemen. There were minor at 
tacks on police barracks in Armagh an 
Fermanagh, In a night ambush at Clady 
County Tyrone, two police were sho 
dead and one wounded. During thos 
years the Southern government coope 
ated with the North against the I.R.A. (After all, Tech neutrality wa 
at stake. In 1940 and again in 194] German parachutists wer 
dropped in Fire. Hans Marchner was arrested but helped to escape 
Hermann Gortz was at large from June 1940 to December 1941.

But whether Mr. Costello is going to take action against th 
I.R.A. remains to be seen. He knows where the sympathy of thi 
people lies and until these young mien forfeit it by some reckles| 
act on the persons or property of Southern Irish civilians, military 
or police he is unlikely to follow the example of Mr. de Valera, 1 
years ago, and declare real war on them. He could do it only with th 
active support of De Valera. The only man who is big enough to di 
it alone is De Valera, and even he would think twice about it toda 

The essential mark of the I.R.A. is that they are and always hav 
been by nature rebels. They run their own show. Their function i 
not to obey but to lead, not to win battles but to win hearts, to b 
torchbearers through martyrdom, to lead through suffering, defea 
and death. All that goes back to 1916 and a rebellion which we 
waged without an iota of authority from anybody, least of all fro 
the Irish people. [t was lost in the field but won in the hearts o 
men and women who never wanted it, who condemned it when 
started, but who acclaimed it when they saw men being execute 
by British fring squads for their truth to traditions that, unt 
then, Ireland had all but forgotten. 

What sort of better way of life would the young men of th 
present-day I.R.A., if they had the power, give to their people 
Nobody can tell for certain, but unless they have completely los 
touch with the Republican and Fenian tradition to which the 
belong—it stems ultimately from the life and writings of Theoba 
Wolfe Tone, the father of Irish republicanism, and from the pri 
ciples of the French Revolution—their concept of life should t 
much more liberal, tolerant and humane than that which hs 
shaped modern Ireland. And it not only should be so but woul 
have to be so for this reason: in a United Ireland the Catholic 
agricultural South would-have to merge with the very differe 
life-mode of the Protestant and Presbyterian North, based o 
other traditions, centered on a mainly industrial economy, sujy 
plied with excellent social services, much more interested in th 
politico-economic theories of Jeremy Bentham than in the theo 
ogy of Thomas Aquinas and tolerant of all opinions and all rel 
gions except Irish Nationalism and Roman Catholicism. (A you 
woman in Belfast said to me only recently, “Daddy wouldn't mi 
my becoming a Communist. He’d say that was just the wildness « 
youth. But if [ became a Catholic he’d die!”’) 

The emotional basis of partition, ultimately, is the fervent oppé 
sition of two very different ways of life. The Northerner is harg 
clearheaded, practical, thrifty, on-the-spot, endowed: with all th 
best Protestant virtues though not free of a certain strain ¢ 
dourness. To him the Catholic Southerner is incalculable, myst 
cal, dreamy, happy-go-lucky, deplorably sportive, feckless,. ove 
resigned to misfortune, and though gifted with many of the be 
qualities of the Latins, as fanatically puritanical and intellectual 
intolerant as a Spaniard of the Inquisition. And not only does t 
Northerner not like all that, but he lives in honest fear and horr¢ 
of it. 

Whether the young revolutionaries of the present 1.R.A. re 
ize how much the life-mode of the South would have to be modifi¢ 
for the sake of living smoothly beside the Orangemen in a Unite 
Ireland we cannot know. Perhaps they have not thought about it 
all—which would make them not true revolutionaries but brai 
less terrorists.

against Britain and the North, they would in the long run achieve 
far more, because then they would be creating in the South a life- 
mode that would attract the North and allay its fears. 

These young revolutionaries could lead their country, not to war 
but to lasting peace if instead of taking arms they took thought 


about such things. But we know their answer to that. “Get rid of 


the British army and British support. The North will then be will- 
ing to talk. And we will be quite willing to sit down with them and 
hammer out a common life-mode.” It is their basic theory and 1t is 
a complete fantasy. They will not budge the North even if they 
batter it until doomsday. And if Britain sank beneath the sea— 
unlikely event—the Orangeman would still fight for his way of life 
to the last shot, just as, we may be sure. any one of these young 
men would do in his place. What can they reply to that? That they 
would, in that case, defeat the North in arms? One sincerely hopes 
not. For it has been said, over and over again, by every Irish states- 
man of every brand of “politics that the last thing Ireland wants is 
a Northern minority held in bondage in a U riited Ireland against 
its will. And the people of the Irish Republic wholeheartedly sub- 
scribe to that. 

We are back in the fact that the I.R.A. is fighting on two fronts. 
against Britain and against Ireland. It will be crushed between the 
jaws of those pincers. 

What is the alternative? It is obvious to everybody in the South 
who thinks about the problem seriously that the only solution for 
partition is federalism, possibly on the lines of Switzerland. 
where men of different racial origins and different religious beliefs 
live and work contentedly sae by side in a politically unified 
country. Few L[rish politicians have, so far, done any more than 
timidly and tentatively suggest this solution and no Irish politi- 
cian at all has attempted to work it out. By their timidity and lack 
of imagination it is they who are ultimately responsible for the 
frustrated violence of these young men of the I.R.A. 

And that is why so many Leahinen send out their sympathy and 
their admiration to them—so selfless, so idealistic. so fated to be 
broken one by one, so splendidly and honestly impatient of the 
easy and vacillating words of their elders, whose courage when 
they themselves were younger must nevertheless have often in- 
spired them. It would probably infuriate them to be told that all we 
have to give them, in the shining light of their uncal culating 
youth, their appealing and exasperating ignorance of this “prag- 
matical, preposterous pig of a world’’—as Yeats called it—in which 
we all become caught sooner or later and in which they are already 
caught although they do not know it yet. is our pity and our love. 
and it may be our bitter tears. They are a doomed generation,

JEAN COCTEAU IS ADMITTED TO FRENCH ACADEMY 


At full strength the French Academy consists 
of 40 distinguished elderly Frenchmen known 
as the “Immortals.’” Academy membership, 
which entails few duties, is often the culmi- 
nating honor in a great career and election to 
it is a grave matter. The “Immortals” have re- 
fused one genius because he was living in sin 
and King Louis XV himself barred a poet ac- 
cused of secretly printing dirty limericks. 

But in one of the 40 sacred seats last week 
they ceremoniously installed Jean Cocteau, 
slim and saturnine at 66, who has spent his 
years scandalously tweaking the noses of his 
elders. Between scandals Cocteau turned out 


glittery poems, plays and novels that were usu- 
ally brilliant and always shocking. He also 
took opium and produced movies in which the 
people walked on the ceiling. 

Now under the great dome of the [nstitut 
de France the old rebel, brilliantly garbed (op- 
posite page), made his bow to French tradition 
with an odd reverence.
